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In this conception, a through hole is tapered, so that pressure resistance 
and plugging are restricted, even when the thickness of a plate is large. When 
fluid flows from a small hole toward a large hole through the tapered through hole, 
attractive force is generated, so that pressure is reduced in an outlet. Foreign 
matters are captured in an inlet of the tapered passage, so that foreign matters 
are restricted from staying in the through hole. Thus, the foreign matters do not 
plug the through hole. 
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
